ties and railroads, was $14,757,140. 
The 
railroads are assessed much 
higher this year, ranging from $85,-

They 
have fifteen days in which to file ad­ 
ditional observations. 
The principal terms of the treaty 
a r e : 
Austria must accept responsibility 
for loss and damage to the albe® 
through a war of aggression. 
She must surrender all her mer­ 
chandise fleet andl a fifth of her river 
fleet within three months. 
She must make reparation within 
thirty years for damages to allied 
civilians and property. 
She must abolish conscription and 
reduce her army to thirty thousand. 
She must accept her share of the 
former 
dual 
monarchy’s 
pre-war 
debt, which is divided among the n a­ 
tions which formerly consisted the 
empire. 
She must reduce all her arma­ 
ment- and surrender all surplus. 
She must renounce the Bucharest 
and Brest-Litovak treaties. 
She must turn over all her cables 
to the allies. 
The definite announcement of in­ 
demnities will be determined by a 
special session of the allied repar­ 
ations commission, upon which there 
will he American representation, Aus­ 
tria will be required to pay “a rea­ 
sonable sum” within the period ex­ 
tending from the present to May 
1921. 
Before May l l of that year 
the commission will appraise Austria 
of the full sum of her liabilities and 
the schedule for payment. 
In raising the money for repar­ 
ations, Austria will make three bond 
issues. 
The first, which shall hear 
no interest will he made before May 
I, 1921. 
The second will bear 2!2 
percent interest between 1921 and

sea, not far from Helgoland.

Nord strand, off the coast of Schleswig- 
Holstein. 
Storm aud earthquake de­ 
stroyed it one Sunday Sight, and near­ 
ly 8,000 people were drowned. 
In course of time, however, high 
mounds emerged from the waters, and

venturesome 
Hollanders 
built their cottages on the summits of 
tloese mounds.

if tomato plants are pruned and tied 
to stakes rather than allowing them 
to grow a t will over the ground. 


Not only can more plants be set 
on a given area, since they require 
less room when tied up, but earlier, 
cleaner fruit will be produced, there 
is less danger from disease, and sun 
scald will 
be 
largely 
prevented 
through the shading o f the fruit by 
the upper leaves. 
Tomato plants to be staked may 
be placed 
two and one 
half feet 
ap art in rows three feet apart. 
This 
spacing will allow plenty of room 
tor cultivation.* 
Stakes should be at least six feet 
long, sharpened at one end, and firm­ 
ly driven into the ground near the 
base of each plant. 
In the home 
garden other forms of supports than 
straig h t stakes 
may be 
used. 
A 
trellis built 
of lath, barrel 
hoops 
Listened 
on stakes, and a square 


lath enclosure are forms commonly 
used and satisfactory. 
Prune out all suckers th at grow 
from 
the axils of the compound 
leaves, but leaving two or three main 
stems. 
It is sometimes recommended 
to cut out all but one main stem but 
this reduces the yield so much that 
two or three main stalks are p re­ 
ferable. 
These main stems should be tied 
to the stakes every foot or so, that 
they may 
be 
strongly 
supported. 
Either so ft cord, raffia, or pieces 
of cloth should be used, since firmer 
material may constrict and injure 
the stems. 
When the vines have grown to the 
limit ot the stakes, the tops may be 
pinched 
off 
thus 
throwing 
the 
strength o f the plants to the devel­ 
opment of fruit already sot. 
Pruning of the “suckers” will be 
necessary 
at 
frequent 
intervals 
throughout the sea-on, as well as 
the tying of the pants to the Stakes 
as they grow* higher. 
Prune and support your tomato 
plants in the garden and you’ll be 
agreeably surprised at the improve­ 
ment in the crop. 


Watch Out For the Squash Vine Borer 


The squash vine borer is a w hite,1 
flesh grub that feeds on the inside of, 
squash stems, and thru stem and by 
shutting off the supply of food and 
moisture from the roots causes the 
plants to wilt and finally die. 
The 
presence of these pests is indicated 
by the wilting of the leaves beyond the 
Point ot attack and the yellowish ex­ 
crement found beneath the stem at 
points where they are a t work. 
The 
grubs 
cannot he reached 
with 
a 
poison spray since they are working 
on the inside of the stems, but they 
can be controlled by a little surgery. 
With a sharp pen knife slit the 
stem where tile borers art* working, 
cutting half way thru tile stem, and 
laving open their burrows. 
Pull out 


the white grubs with the point of the 
knife and crush them. 
Then press 
the cut surface together and cover 
with earth to promote healing. 
It 
is a good plan to cover a good many 
of the joints of the squash vines 
with earth to promote the formation 
ol roots from these joints, and lim­ 
by enabling the plant to get more 
food moisture, make it better able 
to withstand the attack of these in­ 
sects. 
In the fall the old squash vines 
should be pulled up and burned to 
destroy any of the borers that still 
remain. 
Since the larvae winter in 
the soil, fall cultivation and deep 
spring plowing will also help to con­ 
trol them.

hole of this worm is usually near the 
base of the stalk and is easily found 
on examination of the plant. 
The only way to get rid of these 
pests is to 
slit the 
tomato 
stems 
lengthwise with a sharp pen knife, 
pull out the borers and crush them. 
I lien press the cut surfaces togeth­ 


er and wrap the stem with soft clot 
or raffia. 
Ii the tomatoes have bee 
allowed to

In dry weathe

Not only do these insects feed on 
the leaves to such an extent that they 
may be entirely destroyed, but they 
also carry from diseased fields to 
healthy patches the dreaded melon 
wilt. 
They also lay their eggs in 
the ground near the plants and the 
larvae 
hatching 
from 
these 
eggs 
will feed upon the roots of the vine 
crops to such an extent that the 
plants die. 
The best method of con­ 
trol for these pests is to keep them 
away from the hills altogether by 


sprinkling on the plants a mixture 
of half tobacco dust and half hy 
drated lime.
